With the international tension between 
the U. S. and Russia and disturbance over 
integration on the national level, all the 
good that continually takes place gets push- 
ed into the background and doesn’t receive 
jits fair share of the headlines.

| Latest instance of an entire commu-

roy Boutwell. He has been in the hospital 
seven weeks Sunday and has undergone two 
expensive Operations. 

We have attended barbecues sponsor- 
ed by churches, schools, P-T, A.’s and 
other organizations, but so far as we know 
this is the first time one has been given 
for an individual. Roy Barlow, who lives in 
Basin, said this is the first time it happened 
in that community. As is the case for most 
barbecues, the hogs and chickens were do- 
nated by relatives and neighbors and no 
one charged for preparing and serving the 
food, This gives a high net on the gross 
sales, 

Mr. Barlow said around 500 plates 
were sold—230 of them at noon at Dorsey 
Trailers and 270 at the dinner and political 
vally Friday evening at the school house. 
| Plates went for $1 each. What made the 
financial picture even better was the fact 
| that a good many folks would buy a plate, 
|give a $5 or $10 bill and not want any 
| change,

Zion Chapel Develops System on 


| Traveling around the county attending 
barbecues and political rallys is something 
that everyone should do for at least one 
campaign. It’s encouraging to see how folks 
in different communities work toether on 
a common cause. 

j Bill Daugherty, principal at Zion Cha- 


pel, told us about the system developed at 


‘the school for their barbecues. The stand- 
ard charge for a barbecue plate at Zion 


is realized on a barbecue because the school 


raises its own hogs. Bought as feeders, 
ithe hogs are fed on leftovers from the 
{school lunchroom until they are the right 


size for slaughter. When they are killed, 


‘barbecued and sold on a S0c plate, the 


school manages a good profit. 

The use of this system enables the 
to raise about $500 a year, Mr. 
Daugherty stated. An example of one of 
their barbecues was the political rally last 
Thursday. They sold 276 plates. Gross in- 
come, not counting extra sales of soft drinks 
and snacks, was $138. A high percentage of 
this is net profit.

An enter- 
prise of this kind does a lot more for every- 
one concerned than going around asking 
for handouts. Those buying plates got a 
good meal with the bonus of knowing they 
were helping a man “down on his luck.” 
Those staging the barbecue should get a 
spiritual and moral lift for caryying their 
good intentions out so successfully. Last 
but not least, think how good it would make 
you feel if you were sick in the hospital and 
found out a group of neighbors had thought 
enough of you to help out in this way. 

There's just as much good as evil in 
this old world if a persons just opens his 


eyes to see it.

that Sheriff Tillman would protect him as 
well as arrest him without any unnecessary 
roughness. 

Personally, we have always liked and 
respected the “quiet” law enforcement tech- 
nique employed by Sheriff Tillman and his 
deputies, While necessary arrests are made, 
prisoners rights are also observed.

Money on which he 
lives, buys the Sheriff's car and operates 
it, comes mainly from serving papers and 
mileage allowed for such process serving 
trips. All of which should make the people 
appreciate more than ever the type law 
enforcement they are receiving from Sher- 
iff Tillman's office.
